Anyone who visits Crovdon Aero- 
drome (at Waddon, and only five 
minutes by tram from West Croydon 
Station) will tind it difienlt to avoid 
the conviction that “the way of the 
air” is now firmly established, and 
that pascengers, mails, and Roods will 
be carried in increasing quantities "by 
aircraft. The number of Passengers 
isabsurdly small as compared with 
those conveyed by tailway and 
charabuncs, but it is Increasing: and 
the air transport companies actaally 
turn many customers away daily for 
want of vehicles to carry them. It ts 
hot uncommon for them to receive 
applicutions ta carry part’es of six or 
uiore to Paris, In mail week there were 
430 passengers, in addition to 137 of 
the crews, 2 total pervonnel uf 567, 
using Croydon Aerodrome for their 
aerial journeys te or from the Con. 
tinent. That was about twiee as 
tany as in the corresponding week 
last year, Butlast mail week's total was 
by no means the biggest of the present 
year, The number of crose-Channel 
machines using the — aerwleome 
Was 15. On seme days as 
many as twenty oor tw enty-tive 
machines enter or leave, some carry: 
ing 2s many as a dozen uissengers, 
others only two oc three, Many 
bring numerous uckages and mail. 
bags, and the spectacle of their 
arrival from Paris or Amsterdam, and 
the activities of the Custams ofticers, 
is very sugzestive, aril provokes end- 
Jess speculition on the future of 
travel.

A verdict of “suicide whilst inane.” 
was the verdict returned in the big 
court yesterday afternyon st the in 
quiry into the ciremmstaners surround. 
ing the death of an Indian watchman 
employed by the Canton branch of 
the Asi tic Petroleum Company, who 
was found dead in the bathroom of 
the Lunatic Asylum on the moming of 
September 11 with “an ‘ugly gash 
in his throat.

The modern view is that “dreams 
stand in a most intimate relation to

The process of tracing them 
“may remind one of what would 
happen if one were to attempt to 
follow up and trace to their origin the 
allusions which often occur in family 
conversationand remain unintelligible 
to the outsider.” 


_Many dreams are fulfilment ‘of 
cravings, open or disguised, and the 
cravings are often not very respect- 
able. This is because “dreams are to 
some extent the disorted expression of 
primitive desires,” which in his waking 
life man keeps under control. Hence 
in dreams “hate expends itself with- 
out restraint; revenge and murderous 
wishrs towards those standing closest 
to the dreamer ere not unusual.”
